When Company E was on the train coming 
from Milwaukee to Fond du Lae on its re- 
turn from Porto Rico, Corporal Zinke opened 
a box of the tinned beef brought home by 
the Quartermaster Sergeant of the company 
and distributed several cans of it among his 
frietids as souvenirs of the Spanish-Ameri- 
San war. It was while discussing the em- 


poral Zinke said: 

“The ‘red horse,’ the boys called it, 
was the worst proposi on that ever con- 
fronted a hungry man’s stomach, I’ve seen 
many of the boys vomit on merely locking at 
the stuff when taken from the cans. The 
first batch of it we had seemed to be fairly 
good stuff. We got it before starting from 
Charleston to Porto Rico, biit while at 
Charleston we didn't depend on it as much 
for food as we had to afterwards. There 
we skirmished around and in many instances 
the women of Charleston gave us something 
better than beef to eat. 

“The worst of this beef was & shipment 
that came to us after we réached the island. 
I've opened can after can of it, and it was 
all alike. Ordinarily tinned beef is dry and 
can be cut with a knife, but that stuff is 
made up of bits of some sort of meat, we 
all believed it horse flesh, put up in a thick, 
— yellow jelly-like substance. It never 

ed good at any time, whether we were 
— or not, and if we were the least bit 
off our feed it was positively revolting. I 
can prove it by all of the boys in the com- 
pany that our company dog would not eat 
the stuff. He would have starved first.’’ 

The local company’s quartermaster 
brought back with him a-number of boxes 
of tinned beef, which he says first came to 
his notice on landing at New York, How- 
ever, it had been carried to Porto Rico on the 
transport, he says, but not landed. It is 
round, rather flat cans. The boys say they 
had no occasion to use any of this last 
named beef for the reason that they had 
reached God's country and were privi- 
leged to eat something else on their wey 
home from New York.

Declares the Spirit of the Con- 
stitution Should Not e 
Forgotten.

Wilmington, Del., Jan. 14. united States 
Senator George Gray was given a compli- 
mentary dinner by the local Board of Trade 


Kinley, his Cabinet, and all the members of 


the Peace commission, with the exception of 
‘John Bassett Moore, sent letters of regret. 


There were 200 guests in attendance. 
Senator Gray was the chief speaker of the 
evening, and, responding to the toast, Our 


Guests of Honor,” he said in part: 


We are now in a crisis of our national 
history, and your hearts and minds, as patri- 
otic citizens of this great country, are full 
of anxiety as to the proper settlement of the 
momentous issues which have resulted from 
the war with Spain. 

The acquisition of territory by the United 
States was not one of the objects of the war, 
and we solemnly declared in the resolutions 
of Congress that our only object in demand- 
ing the relinquishment of the sovereignty of 
Cuba by Spain was not to hold it ourselves, 
except that we might pacify it and fit it for 
self-government by its own people. 

But in this as in all else man proposes 


that make thoughtful men desire to avoid 
war where it can be avoided, for no one can 
tell what its consequences may be. I ardent- 
ly desired that we might escape the necessity 
of taking the Philippine Islands, and assum- 

ing the burden that their taking will impose 
upon us, and I know that the President of the 
United States was equally anxious to the 


same end. 


Duties Become Apparent 

But it became apparent that wit 
seeing unexpected conditions had been cre- 
and out of these conditions unques- 
tionably duties had sprung which could not 
be avoided or evaded by the United States. 

“It was argued that the performance of 
duty is sometimes not only unpleasant but 
-has dangers attendant upon it: nevertheless, 
a brave man and a brave nation will not 
shrink from it on that account. On the 
other hand, if American sentiment did not 
justify the return of these islands to Spain, 
no more could it justify leaving them derelict 
in the Eastern ocean, the prey of the first 
of European rapacity.

In the last event the truce would be 
broken and a state of active war would have 
been resumed. We would have had no ces- 
sion of the sover y of the Philippines 
and none of Porto Rico, and no relinquish- 
ment of the sovereignty of Cuba. 

It is true that in the protocol of Aug. 12 
Spain had definitely promised that ehe would 
cede Porto Rico and relinquish Cuba, but 
without a treaty of peace that promise 
would not be performed. What would then 
have been the exigency of the situation? 

“ Undoubtedly we would have been com- 
pelled: to go on and seize with the strong 
hand and by military power both the Phillp-

Mr. Schwartz was 


BARSTOW DROPS HIS MAN. 


CONKEY A CO. FOREMAN FATALLY 
WOUNDS WILLIAM BRAY. 


Latter Is Said to Have Struck the 
Former While He Was Walking in

Pausing between gasps to wait until hem- 
orrhages that were caused by the exeftion 
of speaking ceased, Bray made an ante- 
mortem statement at the County Hospital. 

“I was walking east on the north side of 
Van Buren street between 7:15 and 7:30 p. 
m., he said, and when I reached the block 
between State street and Wabash avenue 
I met Frederick Barstow, whom I identify 
as the man who shot me. Barstow and a 
man I did not know hit me in the side of 
the face and knocked my hat off. I ran 
across the street and Barstow followed me 
and shot.“ | 

Bray denied that he assaulted Barstow, 
and said the shooting was unprovoked. 

At 2 o’clock this morning Bray was still 


alive, 
‘Three Shots Are Fired. : 
Barstow fell, supporting himself on one 


then started to run diagonally across Van 
Buren street to the alley that leads north 
between State street and Wabash avenue. 
Barstow jumped to his feet and pursued 
him, drawing a revolver from his pocket as 
he ran. He waited until Bray was in the 
middle of the street and clear of the crowd. 
Then he fired. He fired a second shot as 
Bray turned into the aliey, and a third as 
he ran up the alley. Bray fell unconscious 
after running about 100 feet more. , 
Barstow was arrested by the police, who 
followed the two into thealley. His cheek 
and forehead had been badly cut and 
bruised by the blows he had received. One 
of the shots only took effect on Bray. The 
bullet entered his right side under the arm 
pit, and lodged in his left breast. : 
The witnesses to the shooting, who were 
workmen at Hammond with Barstow, say 
that a second man, who apparently was 
waiting to attack Barstow, ran past them 
south on State street, throwing away as 
he ran a pair of brass knuékles, which w 
picked up by bystanders, — 3 
There was a small crowd about the scene 
of the shooting, and half a dozen policemen 
were standing just around the corner of 
Siegel & Cooper’s store, about twenty-five 
feet from the spot where Barstow was at- 
tacked. They had been stationed there to 
prevent the erection of a stairway to con- 
nect with a loop bridge, Barstow was walk- 
ing with one of the men, whose name he did 
not know, John H. Sherman, a friend of his 
who lives in Ravenswood, 215 Claremont 
avenue, was directly in front of him. 
The witnesses to the shooting who were 
accompanying Barstow gave the following

Barstow Talks of Persecution. 


Frederick Barstow says that he is being 
persecuted by certain labor men because 
he works for the Conkey company. The 
concern has had trouble with the labor 
unions. On the Saturday afternoon of the 
peace jubilee week he says he was attacked 
and severely injured while walking with a 
man on Robey street in Ravenswood. This 
man called at his house, and, representing 
himself as a detective, said that Barstow 
was wanted in the down-town office of 
Conkey & Co. Barstow started to accom- 
pany him, but before they had gone many 
blocks a second man appeared across the. 
street, and with that the supposed detective 
struck him a swinging blow, cutting his 


tack, and, knocking Barstow down, they 
kicked him in the head. He shouted for help, 
and a number of carpenters came to his 
assistance. He started in pursuit of the 
supposed detective just as he rushed after 
Bray. He did not have a gun, but finally 
cornered his man, who ran up the rear stairs 
of a small cottage and hid. Barstow staid 
below, and guarded his captive until the 
police were notified and arrived. The sup- 
posed detective was placed under bonds, but 
when the time for the trial came he did 
not appear, and his bonds were forfeitcd. 
Barstow says he was fully expecting that 
the occurrence would be repeated, and gave 
that as the reason why he was carrying a 
revolver. The supposed detective, Barstow 
says, gave the name of A. Prentiss.

COPPER SECRET

DISCOVERED. 


Metal Can Now Be Cast With- 
out a Large Percentage of 
Foreign Matter. 


Chief Chemist Summers of the 
| Western Electric Company 


The secret of casting copper has been dis- 
have been experimenting with this problem 
for many years, but complete Succese, it is 
said, has not been attained until within the 
last week. In the foundry of the Western 
Electric company from 300 to unde of | 
the metal are now being successfully han- | 
died in this manner each day, and the dis- 
covery is fraught with great commercial 


chines, where the great bulk of all the cop- 
per mined is being used. 

So-called copper castings. have been on the 
market for many years, but it is said they 
contained a large percentage of foreign met- 
als, principally zinc and aluminium, which 
rendered the articles far from perfect in the 
construction of dynamos, switchboards, and 
other electrical machines. They all had a 
low conductivity, the range being m 
under 50 per cent. All contained at least 
4 per cent of zinc, for with any less portion 
of this metal in the mixture the castings 
were spongy and full of blowholes. The 
highest conductivity was in one case when 
77% per cent, Mathieson’s standard, was 
reached. 

The castings made at the Western Electric 
shops have been made of such pure copper 
that 99.92 per cent conductivity has been 
attained in one lot, and the average is more 
than 90 per cent. A few impurities remain 
in the copper, but they are usually less than 
.35 of 1 per cent, and sometimes .01 of 1 
per cent. 


This achievement was accomplished 
Bertrand S. Summers, chief chemist for the 
company, who has been working on the 
problem in the laboratory for many months. 
The process is now in the hands of the patent 
officials at Washin „ and is therefore 
kept secret. Only Mr. Summers and one or 
two of his assistants know the formula. 

Molten copper exposed to the air gener- 
ates gases that prohibit good castings. 
These gases form blowholes in the mass, and 
the articles come out full of cells like a 
honeycomb. Sometimes the gases form. to 
such a degree that the mass is pushed out 
of the mold to the floor. Mr. Summers adds | 
some chemical mixture to the melted copper 
just before it is poured into the molds that 
takes up the air in them, and allows smooth 
castings to be produced. H. M. Deavitt, 
his assistant, is in charge of that branch of 
the foundry. 

A reporter for THE was allowed. 
to watch the process yesterday. Along one 
side of the foundry the graphite crucibles 
containing the copper rested in the furnaces, 
and the heat was intense. At last one cru- 
cible was ready for the cast. Two workmen 
seized. the pot in theif tongs and raised it, 


furnace and placed it in a shallow box. With 
copper rods, for no other metal is allowed to 
touch the pure copper, the redhot charcoal 
was raked from the surface of the white hot 


This charcoal is placed there to 
the air, which would form an oxide arth the 
copper,“ explained Mr. Deavitt. 


What Makes the Casting Possible. 


In one hand he held a long co rod, 
the end of which was tied 4 small p —.— 


“ That what makes casting of copper 
possible,“ remarked Mr. — 

A cover with a small hole in the center 
was placed over the pot, and into this hole 
he thrust the package on the pole and com- 
menced stirring the mass vigorously. 4 
small volcano was let loose. Showers of big 
sparks flew up and sheets of blue flame 
played from the crater of the volcano. A 
thick, stifling smoke arose. The men picked 
up the crucible and carried it to the molds. 
A whitish powder was sprinkled over the 
surface of the hissing liquid and it was 
poured into the molds, care being taken to 
keep the scum on the surface from following 
the stream into the openings. Mr. Deavitt 
explained that the last powder was fluor 
spar and was put in to take up all the bits 
of charcoal and any impurities that might 
be in the copper. The only secret partin the 
whole process was concealed in the little 
paper package which produced the volcano. 

In a few minutes the castings had cooled. 
The ends sticking out of the openings in the 
top had shrunk, showing perfect results. 
The best results in former experiments 
showed a big bulge here, and air bubbles 
took the place inside where solid metal 
should have been. The molders pulled the 
finished castings out of the black sand and 
each was found to be smooth, not an imper- 
fection in the lot. It was the last batch of 
400 pounds that was cast yesterday, and 
Saturday is a. short day at the works. It 
formed part of a rush order received during 
the week. 


Process of Great Value. 


This process is of great value in electrical 

work. Copper is the only practical metal 
where high conductivity is necessary, and 
the purer the copper the better the results. 
Where pure copper was required hereto- 
fore, rolid metal was taken, and the articles 
cut out with saws in the shape required. It 
is possible now to save in the weight of the 
metal, and in one place where a 3,900-pound 
piece was formerly designed a casting 
weighing 2,600 has been used. The 
difference in cost of working the metal is a 
great consideration, for copper is worth 14 
cents a pound, 

The rights of the new process belong 
to the Western Electric company solely. 
The ancients are claimed to have tempered 
copper, and some claim has been made in 
the past to casting it. When Mr. Sum- 
mers was asked if he was working on the

FOR GEN. EAGAN 


Probability That He Will Be 
Punished for His Attack 
General Miles.

ATTITUDE OF 


Resignation of the Offending

CONGRESS LIKELY TO ACT.

Washington, D. C., Jan, 14.—I[Speclal. 
Commissary General Eagan will almost cer- 
tainly be court-martialed. In_the mean- 
while, at the request of the War Investi- 
gating’commission, he is engaged in revising 
his testimony and eliminating from it all 


the vituperative language which created - 


such a sensation. 

Both the President and Secretary Alger 
have been ekceedingly annoyed by the un- 
fortunate language of the Commissary Gen- 
eral, and while they side with him to a 
large extent in his controversy with General 
Miles they have been forced to admit that 
his language has been wholly unbecoming 
to an officer, and in effect a gross breach of 
discipline, a@ General Miles is the head of the 
army, legally if not actually. 

So far as cam be Secretary Alger 
hae urged that a court of inquiry be called 
to take into consideration the statements of 
both Miles and Dagan, on the theory that the 
outburst of the ry General was 
provoked by unfounded charges made by the 
commanding General. The difficylty at first 


| was to find a basis for official action, inas- . 
much as the President had guaranteed that | 
officers of the army and navy should not de 


punished, in any way for testimony given be- 
fore the commission. 


Bagan’s Repeated Offenses. 

It was at first supposed General Eagan 
could not be reached on this account, but 
subsequent investigation seemed to show 
that the Commissary General had violated 
the army seguiatione and the articles of 
war in more than one particular. In the 
first place, the language he applied to Gen- 
ral Miles, his superior officer, was not testi- 
mony in any sense, but mere abuse. In the 
Second place, General Eagan gave inter- 
views to Tue TRIBUNE and some other 
papers, which were even more severe on 
General Miles than his testimony before the 
commission.’ These personal attacks in 
newspapers, it is said, rendered General 
Eagan clearly a subject—not for a court of 
dinquiry—but for 4 court-martial. The 
Secretary of War desires a court of inquiry, 
with the idea of implicating Miles as well 
as Eagan, but the President is still un- 
decided. The majority of his callers have 
insisted that, irrespective of the merits of 
the controversy between two Generals, 
Dagan has deen guilty of a breach of dis- 
cipline so gross as to render his dismissal in 
Aisgrace absolutely necessary to the good 
@iscipline of the army. , 

Attention is called to the fact especialy 
that the country is still nominally at war 
with Spain, and hence it is urged that under 
the articles of war General Eagan has been 
guilty of a military offense which, in the 
case of a subaltern, might result in his 

ng placed under arrest for an indefinite 
length of time. It has been represented to 
the President repeatedly today that the 


Commissary General wrote out his state- 


gnent in advance of its submission to the 
commission, and hence the scandgious 
charges against General Miles were evi- 


dently made in cold blood. The President 


has also Been informed that this unseemly 
action has precipitated in Congress first a 
distrust of the war investigating conrmis- 
gion, and secondly, a positive disinchna tion 
to increase the strength of the regular army 
at the present time. |

General Eagan was surprised today when 
his chief clerk, William A. De Caindry, who 
has been executive officer of the bureau for 
the last ten years, suddenly tendered his 
resignation, He refused to make public his 
reasons, but to friends confided the fact 
that he had left because of Hagan’s testi- 
mony, and because of his unwillingness to 
De. into the controversy.

The 
speculative movement in New York is close- 
ly watched, but English investors are not 
yet attracted, although evidence is fot lack- 
ing that a new era of prosperity has opened 
for America, and all fears of currency dis- 
order have been dispelled. 

Well-informed dealers in American securi- 
Mes have their own way of explaining this 
mystery. They assert that English invest- 
ors never touch American stocks when low, 
or even moderately high, but stand back 
until top prices have been reached. 

“Wait until stocks are higher,“ say these 
shrewd observers, “ and you will see Eng- 
lish investors loading up again with Ameri- 
ban securities“ ; 

This may seem like a device for helping on 
the bull market in America, but there is ex- 
perience behind. English investors need 
high prices to convince them that Americans 
really have faith in their own holdings. 
There are counter attractions, such as the 
South African mining stocks, which have 
been steadily rising with improved divi- 
dends, or Argentines, which are again in de- 
mand at higher prices, or many classes of 
home industrial stocks free from the taint 


of Hooley inflation. Investors have a wide 


range for choice, and are, perhaps, con- 
Mnced that the American people have grown 
go rich that foreigners may as well remain 
out and allow them to absorb all their se- 
curities. 

Never before, perhaps, has the American 
monetary power created so profound an 
impression abroad.

Mr. Choate’s Reputation. 

The appointment of the new American 
Ambassador has been well received by the

femarkabie brilliancy. The fact that he 
is. new to diplomacy is not regarded here as 
& serious drawback, since the buik of the 
Work will be done in Washington by the Brit- 
un Ambassador.

Honolulu Supreme Court Decides the 
Habeas Corpus Cases—News 


San Francisco, Cal., Jan. 14.—The follow- 
ing advices were received from Honolulu 
by the steamer Nippon Maru today: 

Honolulu, Jan. 7.—A decision filed by the 
Supreme Court yesterday in the last batch 
of Chinese habeas corpus cases disagrees 
with the former opinions of Chief Justice 
Judd, and reverses the situation completely. 

In other words, the Chinese petitioners, 
who claimed right to land in Hawaii by vir- 
tue of certain permits issued to them prior 
to annexation, are remanded to the custody

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PLAY OF THIS CEREAL. 


National Business League Joins Hands | 
with the American Maize Propa- 
ganda to Raise Money from the Six 
States Most Interested—Formation 


 @reased Sale of the Product Abroad 
Would Result in Great Gain. 


The National Business league is to join 


in an effort to make a display of this cereal 
at the Paris Exposition such as will acquaint 
the world with its value as a food product. 
The appropriation by the national govern- 
ment of $76,000 for a display of the agri- 
cultural resources of this country at the 
exposition will be wholly inadequate, ‘t is 
thought, to even attempt the practical show- 
ing which it is felt corn must have if it is 
to receive any benefit from the opportunity 
which the exposition offers. For this reason 
the secretary of the National Business 
league has been instructed, to write every 
member of Congress and to the Secretary of 
Agriculture urging a further appropriation 
in this direction. It is also proposed to ask 
the States embraced in the corn belt of the 
country to make appropriations, and a bill 
appropriating $24,000 has already been in- 
troduced in the Illinois Legislature. 

The proposition, which originated with the 
Maize Propaganda, and which has been in- 
dorsed by the Business league, is, among 
other things, to maintain at the Paris Ex- 
position a corn kitchen,“ where the uses 
and adaptability of corn as a food product 
will be practically demonstrated. 

A committee of the Maize Propaganda 
laid the matter before Commissioner Gen- 
eral Peck some time ago, and requested 
that space be set apart in the American 
division of the agricultural department for 
the corn kitchen.” Mr. Peck agreed with 
the arguments advanced by the committee 
as to the good results Hkely to come from a 
display of corn products, and agreed to set 
apart a space 40x10 feet in the agricul- 
tural pavilion for the kitchen. 

Appropriation Is Inadequate. 

The question of what help the government 
would give came up for discussion, and Mr. 
Peck stated that inasmuch as only $75,000 
had been appropriated for the entire agri- 
cultural display, it would hardly be possible 
to devote the sum required for the display 
outlined by thecommittee. It was promised, 
however, to do everything possible to make 
an adequate display of corn. 

The Maize Propaganda also has under con- 
sideration the erection of a corn palace at the 
exposition, and already elaborate designs 
have been suggested in that direction. Just

peated commitment to the bridewell as the 
‘beginning of their downward careers. 

The average number of commitments to 
the bridewell of boys under 18 years is 100 a 
month. Many of these are recommitments. 
7t is claimed the large number of recom- 
ments does not prove so much an in- 
erease in youthful depravity as it does the 
utter worthliessness of the present system 
ef commitment as a means of reformation. 

When sent direct to the John Worthy 
School on a maximum sentence, as this bill 
provides, the hope of a release on parole is 
‘expected to offer the strongest incentive for 
“the boys to work out their own reformation. 
No lasting good can be accomplished, it is 
argued, when the average length of sentence 
is but twenty-nine days, as at present.

Or it the child is found guilty of any criminal 
offense and the Judge is of the opinion that the 
best interest requires it the court may commit 
the child to any institution within said county 
incorporated under the laws of this State for the 
care of delinquent children, or provided by a city 
for the care of such offenders, or may commit the 
child, if a boy, to the State reformatory, or ifa 
girl to the State home for juvenile female offenders. 
In no case shall a child be committed beyond his 
or her minority. A child committed to such insti- 
tution shall be subject to the control of the Board 
of Managers thereof, and the said board shall have 
power to parole such child on such conditions as 
it may prescribe, and the court shall, on the 
recommendation of the board, have power to dis- 
charge such child from custody, whenever in the

The 
order of commitment may include such allowance

„ provided that no such payment shail 
continue for more than twelve months without a 
new order of the court, and provided such payment 
shall cease when the said child shall reach the 
age of 14 years, unless a special order shall be 
made for continued payment. 

There are provisions for the maintenance 
of. visitation agents by the Pontiac re- 
formatory and Geneva Girls’ Industrial 
Home, to watch over paroled.children. 
Careful supervision of private charitable 
associations by the State Charity Commis- 
sioners is provided for, and an attempt is 
made to regulate societies not incorporated 
in Illinois which place children in homes in 
this State. 

The following provision is looked upon by 
the framers of the bill as important: 

The County Board of each county may appoint 
a board of six reputable inhabitants, who win 
serve without compensation, to constitute a 
board of visitation, whose duty it shail be to 
visit, as often as once a year, all institutions, 
societies, and associations receiving children under 
this act, and institutions where children are sup- 
ported by voluntary or public charities.

Total tor the Week Reaches 141,031 
Tons, Against 126,355 for the Fre- 
ce@ing Week, and 95,695 for the 
Cortesponding Week Last Near An 
the Business Secured at Cut Rates 
Is at Last Cleaned Up—Belief Pub-

East - bound shipments of dead freight from 
Chicago last week reached 141,081 tons, 
against 126,355 tons for the week previous 
and 95,695 tons for the corresponding week 
last year. Most of the freight was secured 
at the cut rates in vogue prior to Jan. 1. 
All this old freight, it is claimed, has naw 
been disposed of and only business secured 
at the tariff rates is now going forward. 
If this assertion is true, the next statement 
will show a large decrease from last week's 
shipments.

JURY INDICTS A DEAD MAN. 


House Fight at Colorado Springs, 
Charged with Rioting. 


— 

Colorado Springs, Coio., Jan. 14.—[Special. ] 
~The El Paso County grand jury recently 
returned indictments for rioting against six 
Denver people. The occasion was the Colo- 
rado Springs Opera-House affair, Sept. 7; in 
which Charles E. Harris of Denver was 
killed. 

The indictment was found to be defective. 
A second indictment was issued a few days 
later. The latter included seven men, the 
new name being Charles E. Harris, now 
deceased.’’ The new action has created con- 
siderable comment, as the grand jury was 
investigating Harris’ murder. He was of 
the attacking party and was a rioter along 
with the other ‘six. 

His death was known to the grand jury, 
hence the returning bf a true bill against him 
is wholly unusual. The probable effect will 
be to kill his life insurance. Since he is dead 
and cannot be tried, it is not clear how he 
can be found guilty. Altogether, the case 
is new to Colorado criminal annals. :

The quantity of coal necessary to run a boat 
such as the Arabia from London to Egypt 
and again from Egypt to India is enormous, 
and putting it on board requires the labor 
of hundreds and hundreds of natives, who 
work little by little until the whole task is 
quickly accomplished. During the stacking » 
of the fuel, however, the boat becomes a 
floating mine—coal and coal dirt everywhere. 
The decks are black with it, so is the furni- 
ture, so are the beds and the few clothes 
those who travel for the first time leave out 
in their cabins. Many things are ruined in 
the operation of coaling, and while it is go- 
ing on it is impossible to stay on board. 
At thie time of the year the dirt is less pro- 
nounced than during the heated season, 
when people often feel ul from the effects 
of coaling. To avoid this disagreeable fea- 
ture of the journey Lady Curzon waited on 
shore until t was finished, and her example 
was followed by nearly all other passen- 
gers who could do so. We have found most 
remarkable weather for this part of the 
world, having been visited this morning by 
a pouring rain, and it is so cold that people 
who had packed away their furs hurried to 
get them out again and to put them on.

You see, when you finally 
make up your mind to look at something 
besides those curling tendrils of hair, a 
ong, low room well lighted by three win- 
Aows to better display its bewildering col- 
jection of\pots. Everywhere there are jugs 
and jars and vases. They dangle from the 
rafters, they hang from nails on the walls, 
they stand in serried ranks on shelves, they 
are tumbled edy-piggledy in barrels 
and boxes, they are crowded on tables and 
into drawers. Their number tells a tale of 
rare sales and marked lack of appreciation 
on the part of fellow-townsmen, who do 
not even deign to steal, although given 
every opportunity, what the potter fondly 
deems works of genius. But undismayed by 
lack of patronage and debts he turns his 
jwheel all day and far into the 

Every genius gets in debt,“ he remarks 
cheerfully, and so dismisses the subject of 
finaricial embarrassment. 

All of his work he keeps. He is honestly 
convinced that he will one day be famous 
and that it will sell for fabulous sums. He 
has somehow heard of Palissy, and his his- 
tory, and although he has not yet broken 
up his household furniture fo feed the fires 
of his kiln, he follows his master at least 
in the details of hard personal work and 
impecuniosity, hoping that the great French 
potter’s reward may be his, too. 

In a defy and challenge that he has 
issued to all the potters in the world he 


asks: 

“Is this truth? That all great orators, 
actors, and artists must do their own work 
to score recognition? If true, prize your 
Biloxi souvenir and work from ONE crea- 
ture—a second Palissy, and the middleman 
in reality.“ 

Modesty, as may be readily perceived, is 
not Mr. Ohr’s most striking characteristic. 
In another place in this most curious docu- 
ment he falls into phrases that remind one 
strongly of Walt Whitman and his “ bar- 
baric yawp.” 

“American-born, free, and patriotic,” he 
bursts forth, blowing my own bugle and 
will tackle the greatest of all great potters 
in the world creating shapes on ceramic 
wheel.” 

In still another he observes regretfully 
that there is “only one piece of my pot- 
tery to évery 800,000 creatures in U. S. A.“ 

So far does he carry his love for his clay 
babies, to use his own expression, that he 
has saved every scrap of the broken and 
burned débris resulting from the fire that 
visited his factory in 1884, and has it all 
arranged on shelves lining the fence in his 
back yard, for all the world like a corner 
of Pompeiian relics in the museum at Naples.

And he keeps his prices up to all for art’s | 


sake. No lust for filthy lucre has his soul 
in its clutches. If you won't pay the sum 
he considers his creations worth he places 
the bit you are trying to bargain for back 
in its place and remarks optimistically: 

O, well, I’ve kept it for three years wait- 
ing for somebody to appreciate it. I su 
pose I can keep it three more.”’ 

„ll bet a hat your wife would sell it if I 
could get her in here,“ one man who yearned 
for a green and yellow vase said. 

„My old mother would, sure,” was the 
answer. She says, ‘Sell em for five 
cents aplece, George, and pay your debts.’ 
And she spends lots of-time reckoning how 
much it would all come to at that price, too.“ 
A few pieces he values at their weight in 
gold. At least he says he does—and it’s 
exceedingly doubtful if any one could, buy 
them for much less. The bit that he con- 
siders his masterpiece is a little vase not 
more than two inches high and freakish as 
to form, with unexpected dents and dimples 
in its surface, and a wide, rolling mouth. 
Its beauty lies in its coloring, which is a 
deep, rich brown, shot through with gold- 


en lights that sparkle under the glaze, es- 


pecially in the sunlight, as if the potter had 
solved the secret of the philosopher's stone 
and touched his clay with it. : 

Could Mr. Ohr reproduce this coloring—or, 
ifMieed, any one of the many excellent glazes 
that one finds among heaps of rubbigh—his 
dreams of greatness would be somewhere 
near realization. 

But, possessed of a mania for 2 
as he understands it, he works entirely 
without system, keeping no record either 
of his formulas or measurements. Conse- 
quently, his boast that he cannot make two 
pieces alike is not without foundation. If 
he had the perception of beauty that guided 
Palissy in modeling his snails and snakes 
and lizards he might perhaps sacrifice style 
with impunity, but unfortunately his mind 
lacks the balance wheel that would keep 
him from biindly trusting hie fortunes to 
Dame Chance. He has the passion for art 
without artistic sense, the mechanic's skill, 
but not the master’s. 

On the subject of decoration his ideas are 
exceedingly crude. He has ornamented a 
few jugs with the head of ex-President 
Cleveland, or the figure of a chubby young 
woman in bloomers mounted on a wheel. 
He has copied some designs of leaves and 


fiowers and nude figures from old jugs that. 


have come his way. He has attempted heads 
and figures put on over the glaze with what 
looks like colored sand or fine particles of 
iridescent glass. These pieces show him 
at his worst, perhaps, for both heads and 
figures are gross caricatures of nature—like 
a child’s drawing on a skate. And the color- 
ing is 7s as primitive.

As might be expected, there are all- sorts 
of whimsical and even ingenious things on 
his shelves. There are puzzle jugs with 
w in thewmouths from which none but 
as who knows the secret can pour the Hquid 
comtents; puzzle cups that, Tantalus-like, 
defy the thirsty although brimming with 
water; tiny souvenirs in the form of little 
mugs with portraits of the potter and his 
wife set in the bottom; inkstands in the dis- 
guise of little log houses, and tiles, orna- 
mented with scenes in the neighborhood of 
Biloxi. Most visitors are interested in the 
Joe Jefferson mugs. These are of plain 
brown ware. Aroung them runs Rip Van 
Winkle’s famous health in fac-simile of Mr. 
Jefferson's own writing. The first ones were 
made to order for the actor’s country house, 
but Mr. Ohr will doubtless continue to make 
them for many years to come for Rip’s many 
admirers. For there certainly is an eternal 
fitness in drinking his health and his fam- 
ys health from a cup on which he has set 
his own sign and seal. 


Mr. Ohr has always lived in Biloxi. He 
has been a potter for eighteen years, ever 
since he deserted the anvil for his wheel. 
One wonders, on a superficial inspection of 
the pottery, how he manages to earn enough 
to clothe the two bright-eyed little girls 
that run between the shop and the house on 
errands for their father, and to keep the 
pot boiling with that constancy that enables 
uim to assert that he is the happiest mar- 
ried man in Mississippi’’ and that his wife 
is the best tempered woman in the world.“ 

But after one has explored the upper 
regions of the pagoda one comes to the con- 


clusion that he is not quite so unpractical 


as he takes pleasure in having the world 
believe. For, stored away on the suc 

sive floors so that the visitor will not dis- 
cover them, unless he be of a sufficiently in- 
vestigating turn of mind to climb ladders, are 
things tha@will sell as long as the earth con- 
tinues to revolve around the sun with men 
and women on its surface.

enabled to continue his mad experiments in

JAVA TAKES TO BICYCLING. 


Sport Is Indulged In by the Foreign 
Residents and Chinese, While the 
Arabs Stick to Their Horses. 


The ubiquitous bicycle has invaded far off 
Java, where the coffee comes from. Previous 
to three years ago the silent steed was un- 
known in the island, but now it is estimated 
that from 8,000 to 4,000 machines are in use 
there, and the number is steadily increasing. 

„ Wheeling,’”’ writes Sidney B. Everett, our 
Consul at Batavia, is confined entirely to 
Europeans, half castes, and Chinese, the 
Arabs and natives not having taken it up. 
Elderly people do not ride, as they do at 
home, and women little, as it is considered 
immodest for a giri over 15 to ride a bicycle. 


I do not, therefore, reco sending any 
ladies’ wheelg here. 
„ About 60 per cent of the wheels in use 


here are cheap, and the majority of these 
cheap ones are German. This is due not only 
to the enterprise of the Germans, which has 
far that of any other country, but 
also to the fact that people here are close 
and penurious, and always buy the cheapest 
article obtainable, regardless of quality. 
“Of the better grade of bicycles nearly all 
are English. These were first in the field. 
They are heavy and clumsy, and ought to he 
easily supplanted by our lighter and better 
made machines.. There are distinct signs

Washington was born a planter of cab- 
bages; it wag his glory and almost his great- 
q mess that he remained resolutely faithful to 
q this vocation.

4 ing cabbages. Leaving the brilliant career 
3 granted him by fortune, he returned to the 
cultivation of his garden, and in this way 
succeeded in living more nobly than if he had 
obliged his fellow-citizens, through grati- 
tude, to retain him in power. Our politicians 
giorify Washington as the founder and legis- 
lator of a nation; we agree with them that 
he was a man of sense and modesty, but 
whatever his enthusiastic panegyrists have 
 gaid he did not possess that rare quality— 
- which indeed is seldom found in the Anglo- 
Saxon race—that is called a chivalrous spirit. 
It has been impossible to conceal the 
fact that, when a young man, he was guilty 
of a military murder.

fayette at the age of 10 leave his young 
wife, fall out with his family, his friends, 
and the court, sacrifice a part of his prop- 
erty, and on a vessel chartered by himself 
intrust his person to the dangersof a voyage 
across the ocean and to encounter with hos- 
tile ships. | 

When Lafayette arrived in Philadelphia, 
Congress, tired of the gratitude due to for- 
eigners, wanted no more of them. At first 
they put off the young arrival, who, by his 
name, his elegance, and the warm recom-. 
mendations of Franklin, succeeded Httle by 
little in changing the rudeness of hie first 
reception into enthusiasm. The young Mar- 
quis soon became the fashion, and the demo- 
cratic society, going mad over this grand 
seigneur, made him a Major General. 

The favor was perhaps excessive. This 
was the opinion of Washington, who was 
too English to be quick to make friends 
with a Frenchman; but as the result of def- 
erence, graciousness, and devotion La- 
fayette triumphed over the hostility of the 
General in Chief, which finaily changed to 
an attachment that was never interrupted. 

When Lafayette disembarked the war was 
not going well for the Americans. Being 
given charge of an expedition to Canada, 
which for lack of sufficient preparation did 
not succeed, fayette soon saw himself 
the object of injurious suspicions on the - 
part of the ineurgents. Similar injustice 
was done him at every opportunity. When 
Count d@’Estaing’s fleet, after a battle, was 
obliged to yield to stress of weather, there 
was great wrath among the people of Bos- 
ton and the militia. The word treason that 
Is so often uttered by excited multitudes 
circuiated. An American General, yielding 
to passion, wrote zn an order of the day that 
the allies had abandoned them. Lafayette, 
cut to the quick, demanded and obtained a 
retraction. Washington, for his part, hav- 
ing experience of the disgust that demo- 
cratic governments make those who serve 
them feel, undertook to dress the wound in- 
flicted on the French by the ingratitude of 
his fellow-citizens. Appreciating in a proper 
manner the foolishness of the multitude he 
wrote to Lafayette: 

Let me beg of you, my dear Marquis, not 
to attach too mueh importance to absurd 
words uttered without reflection. All think- 
Ing men recognize the advan-ages that we 
owe to the French fleet and to the zeal of 
its commander, but in a republican govern- 
ment you cannot suppress the voice of the 
many; everybody talks as he thinks, or/ 
rather, without thinking, and consequently 
judges results wrongly.” 


To supplement the opinion of Washington 
it is proper to recall a passage from a letter 
written by him to Lafayette several years 
later: I admit that it is to be regretted 
that it is always necessary for democratic 
States to feel before being able to decide; 
* 1 why all these governménts are slow

When the distrust and the dislike of Con- 
gress for militarism became positively in- 
jurious, andwaused it to refuse to grant the 
sums necessary for the maintenance of the 
army, Washington lost patience. 2 

“The sentiments of Congress are as un- 
just as they are impolitic,”’ exclaims the 
General-in-Chief. There does not exist in 
history an example of an army subjected to 
such extraordinary suffering and toil, and 
which has borne them with so much patience 
and courage. —

and often shoes (for their march might have 
been followed by the blood that ran from 
their feet) take up winter quarters on Christ- 
mas eve less than a day’s march from the

The army, it is true, has made some re- 
monstrances to Congress, but we should be 
Slaves if this right were refused us.“ 

The constant solicitude of Washington for 
his troops is one of the most characteristic 
traits of his life, while the incurable antip- 
athy of @eliberative assemblies against 
soldiers is among all nations one of the symp- ; 
toms of the evil of parliamentarism. 

When the English, discouraged by the re- 
sistance of the Americans, tried to disarm 
them by fair promises, Washington, who 
understood the Anglo-Saxons thoroughly, 
put his fellow-citizens on guard against this 
attempt. 

“ If Great Britain,“ he says, found a way 
again to bow our necks beneath her yoke of 
iron, she would do it, you may be sure, for 
her pride and her ambition are unconquer- 
able and without limit.“ 7 

When the new republic was at last or- 
ganized, and had taken its place 

among nations, Washington completed, by 
the use he knew how to make of power, what 
his sword had so well begun. To read the 
details of the struggle, the prolonged yicis- 
situdes, and the wrangling that prevailed 
during the infancy of the United States, 
makes clear how much the destiny of North 
America depended upon Washington, and 
how without the man a union could not 
have been formed. The fellow-citizens of 
Washington offered him the crown. He re- 
fused it, and when, in 1788, he ed the 
power which he had made glorious, it seems 
as if one were reading a page of Plutarch. 

The French, who saw in the creation of 
the United States of America only a lessén- 
ing of the English power, were mistaken. 
Great Britain had implantéd in North Amer- 
dca her race, her civilization, her genius, 
and it is an advantage for her to have found- 
ed across the ocean a new Eng! „ wi 
her language, her religion, her ent — 
industrial tendencies, in which she can 
recognize herself.

A FIFTY-FOOT LARIAT MADE OF 


These immigrants had, camped near the 
foot of the Black Hills range, as it is historic- 
ally known. They were attacked by the 
Indians and were all massacred except two 
girls, who afterwards escaped to Fort Sully. 
Old Le Pier says that his tribe of Blackfeet 
were at war with the Sioux, who raided the 
Mormons, and when his people, who were out 
looking for trouble, learned of the raid and 
the rich treasure their rivals had acquired, 
they resolved to pay the Sioux a long de- 
ferred visit. 

The fight was long and bloody, and while 
the Blackfeet were victorious, they left 
many dead upon the fleld.. They secured all 
the booty, including horses, wagons, cloth- 
ing,-and, in fact, all that the Mormons pos- 
sessed. Among the things recovered were 
the scalps of the men and women of the 
party who had been killed. Each scalp was 
intact, and Le Pier appropriated the scalps 
of the white women to his own use, because 
the hair was long and could be worked into 
ornaments. 

This is how, so he says, he came into pos- 
session of the most wonderful collection of 
human hair ever brought together. It is 
evident from the workmanehip on the lasso 
that it was not done by the Sioux, or Black- 
feet, but rather by some Pacific coast Indi- 
an, many of whomi are especially skilled in | 
hair work. 

There is little doubt that the lasso was 
made from the hair of the women belonging 
to the Mormon caravan, a majority of whom 
came from the New England States, al- 
though the Middle and Southern Atlantic 
States were well represented: This is the 
overland party that so mysteriously disap- 
peared in the early ‘60s, and of which no 
trace was obtained for nearly five years, 
when two girls, one about 16 and one about 
7, were rescued from the Sioux, or rather

They related the massacre of the party 
by the Sioux, and told of the great’ fight be- 
tween them and the Blackfeet, to this extent 
confirming the story of old Le Pier that he 
obtained the scalps of the women at that 
time. Last summer Le Pier was bribed with 
a cast-off suit of clothes and a back number 
silk hat to have his picture taken, which is 
the only one extant.

FRANCE’S ULTIMATUM. 


Restive under even the shadow of French 
control, the Hovas harassed the French, 
and in July, 1804, the republic sent M. Le 
Myre de Vilers to manage affairs. Vilers 
had succeeded in bunkoing the King of 
Siam out of some territory, and he was to 
repeat the operatio ascar—peace- 
ably, if possible, presented to the Hova 
government an ultimatum which embraced 
the foilowing five points:

Stripped of their verbiage, these demands 
meant that France insisted upon Madagas- 
car accepting, in effect, the position of u 
French colony. The Queen did not want 
war, and so she tried to temporize, but the 
French would not stand that and demanded 
a categorical answer. The result was re- 
fusal. Then came war, and the ports of 
Tamatave and Majunga were bo and 
occupied as a preliminary. ; 
This war lasted two years. In fact, it 18 
not ended yet, for there are tribes in the 
interior that are resisting the French. The 
French press declared the war a great suc- 
cess: But it did not add auy glory to French 
arms. Antananarivo, the capital, fell on 
Sept. 27, 1895, after a contest of a year. As 
the crow files, the capital is only 150 miles 
from Majunga, but the easiest route was 
about 450 miles. Over 100 miles of this dis- 
tance was through a deadly swamp, rife with 
malarial fever. When the army had been 
only a fortnight on the march fully one-fit- 
teenth of General Duchesne’s force of 15,000 
was already in the hospitals, and by the be- 
ginning of September Duchesne had lost by 
sickness one-third of his followers, while 
one-fifth, or about 3,000, had died. 

The ravages of sickness and the reckless- 
ness of expenditures were exposed and de- 
nounced’ by several influential French pa- 
pers, notably Le Figaro. No such charges 
could be made against General Shafter or 
any other American: army officer as were 
mude against Duchesne. In the first place, 
the soldiers went by the Suez route, which 
is dungerous in summer and is avoided by 

When the sol- 
diers left Toulouse they had every device 
with which to combat their savage enemies 
and the unknown dangers of the fever- 
haunted swamps.

But the 

French soldiers neglected this precaution, 

and they died like sheep. One battalion of 

the Two Hundredth Regiment lost ail but 

twelve men, and the Fortieth Battalion of 

Chasseurs was entirely ‘w out.

Instructions had been 
sent to Duchesne, but which reached him 
too late, that no treaty was to be made, but 
that was to take possession in the name 
of France. De Mahy, a former Minister for 
the Colonies, who had planned the expedi- | 
tion, declared that the island must be made 
a French colony. The pretectorate,” he 
declared, is useless; nothing but full pos- 
session can recompense Frarice for her ex- 
penditure of lives and treasure, otherwise 
French commerce must be exposed to tho 
crushing competition of and 
Birmingham.” 
Gradually this has been done. On Nov. 
27, 1895, Berthelot, French Minister of For- 
eign Affairs, read a statement prepared by 
the Cabinet in which Madagascar was de- 
clared a French possession.“ Nominal au- 
thority’ was not sufficient; pressure was 
brought to bear on the Queen, and thetreaty 
of the previous year was annulled Jan. 15S, 
1896, when a new treaty was signed, giving 
the French government, through its Resident 
General, complete control over the affairs of 
the island, both domestic and foreign. Inthe 
beginning of February the powers were 
formally notified by the French government 
that France had taken possession of Mada- 
gascar. On March 7, 1897, Queen Ravanola 
was exiled to Reunion on the pretext that 
her name was used to incite revolution 
against the French. There is no doubt that 
this was true, and there has been more or 
less fighting all the time in Madagascar, and 
many of the natives have not yet been eon- 
quered. These natives are ed as 
bandits by the French, and are punished as 
such, the rules of civilized warfare not being 
heeded in the conflicts between the parties. 
All of the powers, and Great Britain most 
strenuously, protested against these pro- 
ceedings. The annexation especially aroused 
their ire. The making of Madagascar a 
colony might be a good thing for the 
M les, but it destroyed their trade. 
With the disappearance of native sover- 
eignty, France came to enjoy special trade 
advantages. Before the final war, France 
exported in 1893 but $212,000 worth of goods 
to the whole east coast of Africa, the trade 
with Madagascar not being published sep- 
arately. The trade of Great Britain during 
the same period was twice as great, and that 
of the United States was eight times as large. 
Great Britain and the United States protest- 
ed, and their trade has suffered. It has been 
understood since then that the United States 
and Great Britain were working together 
for French protection of their trade and an 


open door. — 
UNITED STATES’ POSITION. 


In these negotiations the United States 
has occupied a better position than has 
Great Britain. England in 1890 recognized 
the French protectorate over Madagascar, 
even though she has never consented fo the 
island being treated asacolony. The United 
States, however, has not even recognized 
the protectorate. This is illustrated by an. 
incident which happened during the French 
war with the Hovas. When during the war 
in 1895 the United States gunboat Castine 
arrived at Tamatave Commander Perry did 
not salute the French flag. This gave great 
offense to the French, but in his letter to 
Secretary Herbert Perry explained that he 

d not salute the tricolor because the navy 

egulations did not prescribe a salute to 
vessels of one country in the ports of an- 
other. The only flag he could have saluted 
was the Hova flag, and that had not been 
seen in Tamatave for some time. 

There was another unpleasant incident | 
during Perry’s visit in the Castine. When 
the first boat from.his little ship landed the 
French soldiers attempted to prevent the 
American officers from approaching or 
speaking to the United States Consul, Wet- 
ter, on the ground that pratique, or U- 
cense to land after quarantine, had not been 
obtained. The French were highly excited, 
and ordered the Americans back to their 
boat, but Perry made a demand for an 
apology, and one wad given by the French. 

The Castine had gone to Madagascar to 
inquire into the Waller case. This incident 
threatened trouble between France and 
America, although nothing cameofit. John 
J. Waller, a colored man from Kansas, had 
been appointed by President Harrison as 
Consul toTamatave. On arriving at his post 
he got his exequatur from the Queen, and 
not from the French, this being in accord- 
ance with his instructions from President 
Harrison. But this fact alone incensed the 
French, and when, in 1894, they learned that 
he had obtained a concession from the Hova 
government—this was before the war—they 
declared the concession valueless. Just such 
concessions had been provided for by treaties 
between the United States and Madagascar. 
Mr. Waller was granted 225 square miles of 
territory near Fort Dauphin, on which he 
was to establish a settlement of blacks from 
the United States. The legal questions in- 
volved are too intricate for discussion here. 

As soon as the French arrived they broke 
into Waller's house, attacked him, and 
threatened his life, but in spite of this he re- 
_mained. The French had meanwhile for- 
bidden any one to send a letter from the 
island without their knowledge, and insisted 
on the right to examine all mail matter. 
This Waller would not assent to, and he sur- 
reptitiously dispatched three letters by a 
British steamship. The letter missed con- 
nection at Natal and unfortunately came a 
back to Tamatave. In it were three in- 
closures. One to a friend was personal, and 
advised him to deliver another inclosed let- 
ter to Mrs. Waller, in which he told her of 
the happenings there. It told of the high- 
handed conduct of the French at Tamatave 
and also criticised severely his successor. 
Consul Wetter, Mr. Cleveland’s appointee. 
The latter did not interfere when the French 
prosecuted Waller for treason, with this let- 
ter as a basis, and sentenced him to twenty 
years’ imprisonment.

SOME BITS OF HISTO 


Springfield’s Historic State House, Now Used as @ 
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‘Courthouse, Will Be Remodeled—How 
bincoln Saved the Honor of 99 


Sangamon County. 


COURT 


HE ancient State House at Springfield 
which, when it outgrew its usefulness 
as the capitol of the State, became the 
courthouse of Sangamon County, is 
about to undergo another change. It 

become too cramped for the needs of 

the county offices, and the commissioners 
have voted $50,000 for its extension. 

Thfs change is an impressive object lesson 
in the marvelous growth of the State. Less 
than fifty years ago the building that has 
outgrown the requirements of an interior 
county was the most pretentious edifice in 
Illinois. Its history is interesting from the 
fact that it is, linked with the illustrious 
names of Lincoln and Douglas. When it was 
decided in 1832 to locate the capitol at a 
central point in the State many towns fought 
for the location. 

A village called Illopolis, on the outskirts 
of Springfield, occupled the exact 
geographical center of the State and made a 
gallam fight for the capitol But when the 
question came up for action in the Legis- 
lature, Sangamon County was represented 
by a remarkable delegation, which favored 
Springfield. The two Senators were Archie 
G. Herndon and Job Fletcher, and the seve

Most Extensive Coal Deposits 
in the World. 


KING COAL IN THE EAST. 


Great Mineral Deposits Worked for 
Hundreds of Years. 


PETROLEUM is PLENTIFUL. 


EKING, China, Nov. 20.—That coal is 
king was never more apparent than 
in the situation that today obtains 
in the far East. 

There is no available local supply 
and | rted coal means English coal or 
coal controlled by England.

Japan can supply her own navy with coal, 
put can do little else. ‘The quality of the 
Japan coal is poor and the supply limited. 
Even with the small present output the 
Japanese coal measures will only last thirty 
re. The future supremacy in the far 
st depends, to a great extent, upon the 
control of the coal supply, and this supply 
will come from China. Today England and 
the United States contro] the coal and iron 
markets, and, therefore, can dictate to tho 
world. With the opening of China, its 
greatest coal and iron deposits will be con- 
trolled by English people. 


These deposits are of of such an immense ex- 
tent and nwichness that their exploitation by 
Western methods will create somewhat of a 
revolution in economic eonditions. So much 
has been written concerning the-coal and 
iron of Shansi and Honan that a detailed de- 
scripjion is unnecessary. The area of Shans! 
ig 65,000 square miles, and over two-thirds 
of this area extends an unbroken coal meas-

The coal, both anthracite and bituminous, 
equals the best that is now on the market, 
and, in quantity, no deposits known do in 
any way approach those of Shansi alone. 
Baron von Richthofen estimates the amount 
as 630,000,000 tons of anthracite alone. 


In the localities marked on the map there 18. 


found extensive deposits of rich iron ore 


and abundant limestone of a suitable quality. 


Every village in this region has its own 
coal mines, and the coal is almost valueless, 
from its great abundance. At the mines it 
sells for 15 to 25 cents per ton. One hundred 
miles from the mines, at the cities on the 
plain, it sells for $6 to $9 (gold) per ton, and 
large quantities are sold at this price. Be- 
yond this distance the price becomes greater 
than the value of the coal, and the fuel used 
is grass; roots, and cornstalks.

Mees in China in which coal is found. At 


"Téengshan, on the line of the Imperial Chi- 
nese railway, the bituminous coal deposits 
‘are mined. In the hills west of Pgking there 
"are thousands of small native mines that 
supply Peking and the adjacent towns with 


anthracite. 
The Province of Shantung, in which the 
Germans are operating, contains much coal. 


At many points in the valley of the Yangtse 


“goal is found, but in detached masses and

All*of the other hao coal measures of 
China lie at a great angle with the ori- 
zontal, and owing to the breaking up and 
tilting of the strata the coal occurs in de- 
tached masses, and any mining on a modern 
acale would be attended with great expense 
werd uncertainty. The term known depos- 

as applied in China to coal, iron, silver, 
gold, or any other minerals, has practically 
the same meaning as existing deposits. As 
yet no foreign expert has encountered any 
mineral wealth in China that has not at 
some time been worked to a certain extent 
by the natives, ot which workings full 
records may be nd in the public ur- 
phives. 

In western Shanst- end across the Yellow 
River in Shensi are deposits of petroleum. 
There are oll wells that have been in use 
hundreds of years near Kiang-Chou, in 
southwestern Shansi, and at Yen-Chang, in 
Shensi. At the latter place the well is 
three feet in diameter and thirty feet deep. 
The oil rises to within three feet of the top, 
ang in the crude state is used both as a 
Mediciné and as an mlummator of streets 
and theaters.
